The Board of Funeral Directors and Embalmers has amended its regulations relating
maintenance of continuing education (CE) documentation for conformity to the Code. Section
54.1-2816.1 of the Code of Virginia specifies that continuing education providers must maintain
certificates issued to licensees for aperiod of two years following each course offered. Section
152 of regulations requires CE providersto retain documentation for three years, so the
regulation is amended accordingly.
